My recollection is that the skip was sited there on a once a month basis to test 
the need for disposal of bulky items, This need has been proven, but the use is not 
hy people on foot tut by car drivers, There is usually 4 queue waiting for the skip 
to arrive on a Saturday, A large wire bin will make this a permanent disposal site, 
Similarly the bottle tank was put there toa test out whether peaple would use it, 
This has now grown ta four permnanent units, 

The site is abused in that peaple are leaving rubbish on the ground when the skip 
is full and leaving cardboard boxes when depositing glass, Both these items then 
remain until the skip returns or someone like myself takes them ta Alkerton with my 
cwn rubbish, The verge has also been ruined by vehicles in wet weather, 

There is need for a site for Deddington but not for an eyesore in Earls Lane which 
is in a Conservation area, Anyone who passes Alkerton in the early morning will 
know what a mess that is before the skip is moved back inside, The correct site is 
in the layby to the north of the village where the site could be monitored fram the

IN THE 16TH CENTURY by Bob Stevens.... 


WAS the. Thomas Paunl of the S23 indenture e (your June issue) he whic wees later 
knighted and became a famous figure in English history? 


During the reign of Edward III the Pope family held a respectable position in Kent . 
and soon after a branch appeared in Deddington, John. and Margaret. Fope were living 
here in 1401 and William Pope, probably a lineal descendant. of these, was the 
father of Thomas, He possessed land in Deddington and died. in. 125 leaving his 
estate to his wife for her widewhood, with the remainder to his son Thomas, who was 
a minor aged about fourteen years, and for whom he otherwise made provision in his 
will, Every care was taken of his education, First he was sent to school at 
Banbury and then on te Eton College, He became a member of Gray's Inn and. in due 
Line an eminent lawyer , He held several important offices under the Crow, and by 
King Henry VIII was made treasurer of the Courts of Augmentation, under which came 
the administration of the revenues arising from the dissolution of the monasteries, 


In 1535, as Thomas Pope of Dodyngton, Esq,, he obtained a coat of arms and was 
knighted in the following year, In 1555 he founded Trinity College, Oxford, He 
was entrusted with the custody of the Lady Elizabeth at. Hatfield for the last four 
years of Mary's reign: Elizabeth later became Queen, He died at Clerkenwell aged 50 
and was buried at the Church of St Stephen's, Walbrook , where his wife Margaret and 
his daughter Alice had previously been buried, Later the bodies of Sir Thomas and 
his wife were removed and reinterred in the chapel of Trinity College, 


A wast tragic duty of Sir Thomas was taking the news ta Sir Thomas More that he was 
to be executed the next day, Whilst giving the bitter news to his friend he was in 
tears, but Mere said, "Ge calm, Pope, my kind friend, I trust we shall meet in 
Heaven, where we shall live eternally and enjoy each other's company in everlasting 
bliss", a ; Mei 


Sir Thomas Pope would have come of age in 1528, the date of the lease, sca in all 
probability it. was.one of the first legal contracts into which he entered,

From the diaries of the Rev Cotton Risley for the month of October 1541; 
1ST OCTOBER - I wrote toa Wells Registry Office at Oxferd for a Aousemaid, Rent paid 
for an acre of ground in a ‘plowed' field on the Hempton Road £10 per acre and sa 
many loads of manure, 
4TH OCTOBER ~- I attended another Turnpike Meeting at The Fox, a Mr Saunders was 
appointed our new Surveyor at a salary of £30 per annum, I voted for my neighbour 
Pritchett who was also a candidate for the vacant post and offered his services at 
£25 per annum, Attended a meeting this evening at the Kings Arms and gave £2 
towards sending a woman and 2 children toa America, and a further young woman, 
12TH OCTOBER - The anniversary of cur ox roasting (or fruit fair day) tha’ the 
thing has all but died away - two sheep were raasted instead, 
14TH OCTOBER - The boys went to Banbury Fair, a large one, Distributed the Clothing 
Fund tickets to the different Depositars preparatory to their going to the shops, 
ISTH OCTOBER - Susan and I walked in the Churchyard for the purpose of selecting a 
spot where our poor frail bodies should hereafter be buried - we locked at two or 
three graves, particularly poor Lucy Bennett's, We thought of lying at the bottom 
of the Churchyard near the spot where the quantity of bones taken cut of the Crypt 
were deposited, just before I am come to it - a few feet from the wall on Petty's 
side ~ without being toc much under the dripping of the trees or too near the wall,
